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The  Report  deals  with  patients  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital 
who  were  discharged  during  the  year  1937.  The  tabulation 
and  classification  of  the  details  are  similar  to  those  employed 
in  previous  Reports.  The  explanation  of  the  system  of 
collecting  and  arranging  the  material  has  not  been  reprinted.

Pul¬ 
monary  embolism  fourteen  days  after  operation.

6.  Aged  67.  Cystocele  and  deficient  perineum.  Anterior 
colporrhaphy  and  colpo-perineorrhaphy.

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THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 
RADIOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


Report  from  January  ist,  1937 — December  31ST,  1937. 

The  apparatus  during  the  year  has,  with  one  exception,  been 
free  from  trouble.  The  exception  was  in  the  oil  leads  to  the  Deep 
Therapy  tube,  which  began  to  leak  badly  and  spoiled  a  portion  of 
the  oil  cloth  flooring.  The  leads  were  replaced  in  December. 
Tubes,  valves,  transformers  and  electro -medical  apparatus  have 
all  been  trouble  free.  During  the  year  we  installed  a  combined 
Radiant  Heat  and  Infra-red  lamp. 

The  health  of  the  staff  remained  good  throughout  the  year, 
routine  blood  counts  taken  of  the  various  members  showing  no 
abnormalities.  The  staff  remained  unchanged  and  Sister  Hendry 
succeeded  in  passing  Part  I  of  the  Society  of  Radiographer’s 
examination. 

The  work  of  the  X-ray  side  has  increased  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  detailed  report.  There  have  been  128  Deep  Therapy  patients 
against  98  for  1936,  and  205  X-ray  diagnostic  cases  against  157  for 
1936.  The  X-ray  Therapy  side  has  been  working  to  full  capacity 
for  the  past  few  months.
